Applicants respectfully submit that a single wire return device (SWRD) is recited at least in Claim 7 as originally filed. 
Consequently, the subject matter of Claims 12 and 15 was described in the specification in such a way to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the art, at the time the application was filed that the inventor had possession of the claimed invention. (Remark, page 10). Examiner 
respectfully disagrees . 

Claims 12 recites "a single wire return device (SWRD) such that a single wire is provided between the modulator and the at least one 
DHCT" (pages 4 lines 6-7), claim 15 recites "a single wire return device (SWRD) such that a single wire is provided between the receiving 
device and the at least one DHCT. (pages 5 lines 4-5). 

Examiner respectfully points out a device is different such that a single wire; in the invention discloses a single wire return device 
includes at least 3 interface connections between the single wire return device to DHCT (i.e. telephone line, Ethernet and RF cable) as 
referring to Fig. 3 of specification.. Claim 7 as orginally filed does not disclose the added limitation that there is necessarily a 'single' wire' 
with the single wire device. Further, there is nowhere in specification that discloses that "a single wire return device (SWRD) necessarily 
utilize a a single wire" as cited in claim 12 and 15. The specification does not onclusively teaches that applicant's lexography of a 'single 
wire return device' is a literal versus a figurative term.
